Restriction Requirement Applicable to All Groups: 

The claims are drawn to various primers and sequences. As seen in Table 1, the primers amplify various genes and sequences. Each 
sequence is distinct because Ihey ore unrelated sequences, i.e. these sequ^ces are unrelated because the protein encoded by these 
sequences dififer in structure and in function and in biological activity. A restriction is applied to each Group. 

It appears that SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2 are directed to the ParC QRDR gene. Each of the primers function to amplify different 

genes. 

Applicant is required to select a single primer or a single primer pair for examination. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-H do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. 1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons. 

The prior art teaches an isolated oligonucleotides comprising at least 12 consecutive nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 1, 2, and 3, for example. 
Wang et al. (WO 200277 183-A2, October 3, 2002) teaches prokaryotic essential gene #3680 which comprises both SEQ ID NO: 1 and 2. 
Further Wang teaches essential gene #3739 comprising SEQ ID NO: 3. Therefore, SEQ ID NO: 1, 2, 3 are not contributions over the art 
and are not a technical feature which links the inventions. 
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
